11 (a) fhc maximum permissible difference of quantity of 
goods under a contract shall be 1 tonne in the 
case of oil lank wagon, hulf a tonne in the case 
of motor Tanker, two units in the case of barrel 
and 25 units in the case ot tins. In other words 
the miniiniim and maximum quantity wifi be 19 
and 20 tonnes respectively in a contract for delivery 
by lank wagons 9.5 and 10 tonnes in delivery by 
tanker, 43 and 45 units in delivery by barrels and 
525 and 550 units in delivery by tins. 

(b) U the goods dchveied by the seller are equal to 
to minimum or maximum quantity or within' the 
minimum to the maxiinum contracted for, the 
contract shall be deemed to have been fulfilled. 
Where the contract is lor a specified quantity, the 
contiact shall be deemed to have been fulfilled on 
dcliveiv of the specified quantity. 

(c) Where the goods me not dcliverctl at all, the 
contract for the pm pose of damages, shall be 
deemed to be contract for a qiaantity equal to the 
average of the minimum and maximum quantity. 

(d) Where goods delivered ate less than the minimum 
quantity mentioned in the contract, the difference 
of quanlily between the aveidgc of minimum and 
mr. vitTumi quantity and the actual quantity tendered 
shall be icckoned as shortage and the damages for 
the shortage will lie calculated on the basis ot the 
rale recorded by the Rxchungc JPoi the day on 
which delivery fakes place. 

(e) Wheic goods delivered .aie more than the maximum 
quantity mentioned in the contract upto one tonne, 
the buyer shall make the p.iyrnent to the seller tor 
the excess goods at the late lecorded by the Exchange 
for the day. If the excess quantity delivered is more 
the dov. If the excess quantity delivered is more 
than a tonne over the maximum quantity mention¬ 
ed m the contract, the buyer shall h&ve the option 
lo lake Ol I elect the delivery of such entiie excess 
goods over the maximum quantity mentioned in 
the contract, If the buyer does not want to take 
delivery of excess goods, he shall inform the seller 
accordingly on the same day or before 1-0 ’ p.m. 
on the tollowing working Jay. However, if such 
excess quantity oi mure than a tonne, has already 
been unlcudcd at the godown of the buyer and the 
buvei docs not want to take delivery of excess 
Quantity, the seller shall take back the excess 
goods during the W'orkiiig hours on the following 
day. 

(f) In the case of delivery by barrel for the purposes 
of damage for breach of contract, the quantity of 
oil in a band will be taken as 180 Kg. At the time 
of delivery, the net weight of barrel must be 179/ 
185 kg, turd if (here is cny cxce.ss or shortage, the 
payment for such excess or shortage shall be calcu- 
kdtxl taking 180'Kg. as Ihc average quantity, on the 
basis of (he rbte iceorded by the Exchange on the 
day of Jeliven'. 


In caleiilatiiig the average quaiifitv, the barrels having 
IcUkt.gc will not be taken into account. 

12. Time for Delivciy. The time for delivery by Motor 
Tanker or Motor Truck carriyng barrels or tins and for' 
presenting railway tank receipt shall be front 9.30 a.m. to 
2 30 p.m, on every working day. 

13. 1 inu ftir UiiloaiHug In ordinary circumstances, the 
brrvcr will have to unload the goods upto 8.0 p.m. on the 
very day oil vvhich it is tendered for delivery and in the 
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evenl of his failure to do so, Jie shall puy to the seller the 
detention/demurragp charges at the rate of Rs. 200,'- per 
day for unloading the goods on the following day. 

The buyer will have to unload the Motor 'Jiruck carrying 
tins or barrels b, 6-0 p.m. and in the event of his failure to 
do so, he shall pay to the seller the demurrage chhrges of 
Rs. 250 ^ per day lor, the detention. 

14. Paymcnl : The full payment of goods .shall be given 
on the 4th working dav from the day on which the goods 
have been tendeicd. hor late payment the seller can claim 
extra Rs. 200'- per day from the buyer. 

15. Period oj Dclii'ciy and Breucli of Contracts The 

period of delivery stipulated in ovtiy contract .shall be deem¬ 
ed to be one of the essences of the contract. It will be 
obligatory on the part of the seller to complete the delivery 
of goods of the c. dractcd quantity within the period of 

delivery specified in the contract and in the event of seller 

failing to do so, he shtdl be deemed to have committed a 

bleach of contract bnd in respect of the contracted goods 
(.the words "lailvvcy Receipt" shall lie substituted for “con- 
racted goodf’ if Ihe contracl is of railway receipt), the 
buyer shall be entitled to— 

(a) Cancel the oulstanding contract at par; 

or 

(b) Biiv on the seller’s .nccoiint ready good' on the 

subsequent working dtiy of the eontiacted last date 
of delivery, such ready goods shall be of the same 
day deliveiy (i.c. oL the day of purchase) or of 
the following working day delivery and shall give 
inlimation of the same tn writing iii Ihiough the 
bioker to the seller before 2,30 p.m, on the same 
dfiy (i.c. on (he day of purchase) and claim from 
the seOer the dillerence between the contract price 
and the purchase pi ice il the latter is higher than 
the former. 

Provided however. O' the seller has inlimatcd to 
the buyet or his broker his inability to give delivery 
of goods upto 1,0 p.m. on the working day pre¬ 
ceding the contracted last date of delivery, the 
buyei shall be entitled to buy oji .seller's tiecount 
fiom market on the contracted last date of delivery, 
goods lor the same dav delivery or for the follow¬ 
ing day’s delivery and in such event, the buyer 
shall intimate the scllei of riich purchase, in writ¬ 
ing or thiough the biokii, npto 2.30 p.m. on the 
day of purchase and'claim the Jill'eicnce as dam- 
,igej v.s stated above, 

OR 

(c) without actually buying (he undelh'ec'ed quantity in 

the market, dose the transaction on the day of 
breach ot contract at tlie latc lecorded by the Ex¬ 
change for the day and recover from the scllci 
the iliiTeieme as affore'-aid as dtiraages 

OR 

(d) extend delivery date oi contract by mutual agree- 
menl as provided in Bye-law 0 of this set ot. Bye¬ 
law. but in case of default during such extended 
period, the contracted last d.n(c of delivery for 
se.tlcniciu pill pose, shtdl be considered cither the 
original eonlractcd last date of deliveiy or any of 
the extended dates at (he discretion of the buyer; 

Piovidcd thpl the buyci at his s.ile discietio,n shall 
be entitled to exercise one option fcT some part 
of the contract and another option for another 
part of the contract foi- claiming he price difference 
mentioned in (c) und (d) above. 

16. If the seder ha.s tendered the gooils in due lime and 
the buyer refuses to accept or fails to take the delivery of 
the tendered goods, the buyer shall be deemed to have com¬ 
mitted a breach of the contract and in such event the seller 
shall immediately commtinicate such refusal or failure of the 
buyer to the HxchUnge in writing, as jirovidcd in Bve-law 25 
hercinnl’tcr On receipt of such lopmn'c.ition fiom the seller, 
a meeting of the Siib-Conunhlce shall he urgently called on 


the same day. In such circiimsatnces the scUer shall be 
entitled to exercise any ol the following two options :— 

(i) Sell on the buyei's account leady goods before the 
end of subsequent woikiiig day of the day on 
which the buict refuses to accept oi fails to take 
the delivery of the tendered goods and claim 
iiom the buyei, the difference between the ctftitract 
price and the stile price. 

(ii j close the contract on the day on which the buyer 
refuses to accept or fails to take the delivery of 
the tendered goods and claim the difference between 
the contract price and the rate rcgisteied by the 
Exchange. 

The seller may cxeicise one option for some part 
of the contract and another option for another 
part of the contitict at his discretion. 

17. Delivery Afialml Coniracts 

Where there are more than one conliact in existence bet¬ 
ween the seller and the buyer and the dclivci'y is yet to be 
given in all such contracts, the biiver shall take deliveries 
against the outslanJing contracts, one after the other, in 
turn, in accordance with the uinning serial number of the 
contracts conce-ned. If, however, thcic is a spot contract 
along with other outstanding confracts, the delivery to be 
made shall be lirst set off against the spot contract irrespective 
of any forwaid delivery conlract in foice at that time. If, 
however, Ihc sellei has tiskcd the buyci to . take delivery 
against a particular outstanding con'll act, the buyer shall 
have the discretion to comply or not with the same. 

18. Delivery of Bdlunce Goodi,. Where a seller has dclivei- 
ed less than the contracted quantity by moic than two 
tonnes, the buyer shtill have the right cither to cancel the 
contxact or claim the dift'eienc; between the purchase price 
and the rate rcconlcd by the Exchange on that date for 
the qiianlity short delivered. 


19. Delivery by Ruilwuy Receipt. If the goods are tender¬ 
ed by Railway Receipt, the following provisions shall apply. 

(a) The scllei shall give intimation in writing regG-rding 
railway tank wagon receipt at least one working 
day piior to an-ival of tank wagon to the buyer 
and the buyer will have to indicate and piovide his 
siding for the wagon, within two hours of the 
leceipt of intimtition rcgaiding arrival of tank 
wagon. If the buyer fails to give intimation regard¬ 
ing his siding within 2 hours the seller shall .be 
entitled to give the receipt for B.P.T. Grain Depot 
to the buyer and the buyer will have to accept it. 
the demurrange for taking delivery shall be borne by 
the party who is in the possession of the railway 
receipt at the time of the arrival of the tank wagon. 
(If the B.P.T. is not allowing re-booking of the Rah¬ 
way Receipt, the bitycr shall accept the rccipt for 
general siding). 

(b) Where particulars about the lUilway receipt are 
given to the buyer and if the goods of the tank 
wagon do not arrive wihlin 25 days from the date 
of the Note containing particulars about the rail¬ 
way receipt the following shall apply : 

ti) The buyer shall give intimation in writing to 
the seller tibout the non-arrival of goods by 
the tank wagon under the railway receipt and 
in such event the seller shall have to fulfll the 
contract by supplying the goods by godown 
delivery within 3 working days of the day on 
which such intimation is given by the buyer. 
However, if the said tank wagon arrives or is 
schedule to arrive within such 3 working days 
at the siding of the buyer, the seller shall be 
entitled to ic-tcnder the receipt to the buyer. 

(ii) If the seller fails to give delivery of goods 
within 3 working days (pf the receipt of inti¬ 
mation about the non-arriv'al of tan,fc wagon) 
the buyer shall bo entitled to exercise the 
Scheduled to arrive within such 3 working days 
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(iii) The seller shall have to give the partieulars of 
the railway receipt withiii 15 days of the issu¬ 
ance of the railway receipt, If the paiticiilars 
of the railway receipt aie given aftci 15 days 
of the issiianc,'' of the railway receipt, it shall 
he at the discretion of the buyer to accept the 
railway receipt or not. 

(.iv) The seller shall show the e^act siding at the 
destination as per inUiuctions of the buyer and 
in the event of any error in showing the 
correct s'ding the buy,.r 'hall be entitled to 
recover re-booking oi diversion charges or the 
expenses of clearing and forwarding the' goods 
from the seller and the liability for demurrage 
during such period shall be that of the seller. 

20. Cliatifte in contracted laxt date of delivery. If the 
contracted last date of delivery falls on a day declared as 
holiday by the Exchange, the previous working • day shall 
be considered as the contracted last date of delivery. 

Provided however, in cxtra-ordinaiy, circumstances when 
holiday is declared suddenly by the Exchange and the con¬ 
tracted last day of deliveiy falls on such a day, the work¬ 
ing day following the said day shall he consideicd as the 
contracted last date of delivery. 

21. Weifthment, The weight of the oil tendered by Motor 
Tanker as determined by weighing at the (main) weigh-scale 
at the factory shall be accepted by both the parties. In 
respect of oil tendered to parties other than factories by 
Motor Tanker for delivery at any place uptp Mahim|Kurla 
from Bombay, the weight as shown by the wclgh-bridge of 
“Pujara” or “Greece” shall be accepted by both the parties 
and if one of the parties objects to the same or has doubts 
about veracity of the weight, the oil shall be weighed tat one 
of the other two of the above v'eigh-btidges and the mean 
weight of the two shall he accepted by both the parties. In 
respect of oil delivered at any place between Mahim-Dorivali • 
and Kurla-Muliind, the oil shall be weighed at Dairy Ov»ners 
or Roshlan Weiph-Bridge at Goregaon or Bharat and Jai- 

llind Weigh-Bridgcs at*Kurla. If the weight of any of these 
weigh-bridges is not accepted, the oil shall be weighed at 
one of the other wcigh-biidgcs oi the specified inca and the 
mean weight of these two werghmenls shall he neepted by 
both the parties. 

In respect of tankci weighed at the above weigh-bridge, 
shortage tu?to 10 Kg. in a consignment of 8 tonnes and upto 
15 Kg. in h' consignment of more than 8 tonnes, shall be 
allowed (i.e. it can be deducted in the bill). The weight of 
a railway lank wagon tendered at the factory shall be taken 
as may be shown by the weigh-scale at the factory. The 
weight of a railway tank wagon tendered to parties other 
than factories shall be taken as may be shown by weighment 
at the weigh-bridges of UnioniPuiara and|or Greece mentioned 
above as the case may he, 

22. Rejected Oil. If the oil of the Railway Tank Wagon is 
rejected under a final analysis report, the seller shall take 
back the rejected lank at his own expenses and risk imme¬ 
diately on receipt of Notice of Rejection from the buyer, 
and the liability for demurrage in such case will be that of 
the seller. If the oil tendered in barrels, tins or tanker i* 
rejected in final analysis, the seller 'hall remove the oil within 
two working days of the receipt of notice of i ejection and 
in the event of failure of tli" seller to do so, the seller shall 
pay Rodown rent to the buyer’s godown at the cost and the 
goods shall remain at the buyer’s godown at the cost and 
risk of the seller. The godown rent at the itate of 10 Paise 
per tin. Re, 1 /- per barrel and Rs. 50 '- per Motor Tanker, 
each pej- day: shall hie navable by the seller to the huver. 
If the goods are rcjcclcd as per analysis report of the I.nbo- 
ratory which has been approved by the seller and the buyer 
the seller shall immediately remove the godds. The party 
against whom the analysis leport is given, shall have to pay 
the Motor I ori-y detention ehavges, if any, and the fees for 
the anrdvsis report. 

23. Rcplaccntent of Pcierted OiU. No reol.acement of the 
rejected goods in resreet of rcadv contract t'.e. SPOt delivery 
contract) will he allowed In other coses, the seller shall be 
entitled to replace the rejected oil upto the contracted last 


date of delivery of the contract. If the rejection is notified, 
at the end of oi aftci' the deliveiy period, icplaccmcnt will 
be allowed within three working days from the date of 
notice of rejection. If the replaced oil is rejected again, 
further replacement will not be allowed that is, the seller shall 
not be allowed to replace the goods Iqi' the thiid time and 
the seller shall be deemed to have committed a breach of 
contiact and buyer shall be entitled to cancel oi settle the 
contiact as per the options mcnioned in Bye-law 14 above. 

Provided, however, if the buyer has used the goods before 
giving notice of rejection the contract shall be settled by 
the seller rind the hiiyer mutually, in accordance with the 
prevailing rules and conventions in ,nc maiket and if they 
do not agree on such settlement, the dispute shall he referred 
to the Conciliation Committee of the Exchange, 

If the goods arc in transit, the seller shall be icsponsiblc 
for any damage to or loss of the same. 

24. With a view to ensuring due compliance with the terms 
and conditions of the contract, the Board of Directors or 
Sub-Committee (whenever it finds necessary or is called upon 
by the Forwiird Markets Commission) may ask the mem,bcr» 
to furnish the following as also other particulars, and mem¬ 
bers failing to do so will be Ikible to be penalised under the 
discipliiijiiy Bye-laws of ,the Association. 

(i) Copies of the bill claiming monies; 

(ii) plumbers of the cheques issued for payment; 

(iii) Railway Receipt or Lorry Receipt number as the 
case may be or ,thc delivery orvlcr number, the 
dale of delivery order, etc. 

(iv) Other relevant particulars to show the mode of 
delivery, 

25(n) Failure or refusal to give or take delivery shall pot 
he allowed except where such failure or refusal is 
due to* circumstahees beyond the control of the 

parties to the contract including circumstances of 
the nature of “Eorce Majeure”. However, the inter¬ 
pretation and the verdict of the Board oi the Sub 
Committee appointed by it, in this behalf as to 
whether circumstances were really beyond the 

control of the contracting parties to justify such 
failure or refusal to give or lake delivery, shall be 
final an^ binding to (he parties conccrend, 

(b) In each of the cases of failure or refusal to give 
or take delivcr-y, the buyer and seller shall commu¬ 
nicate immediately to the AsMicialion in writing 
the failure or refusal, a.s the case may be. The 
seller party has to satisfy the SLib-Coijimittee re¬ 
garding the refusal to accept or failure to take 
■delivery of the tcnHorcd goods by the buyer. The 
party failing to give or take delivery .shall give 
reasons for such failure and the buyer patty shall, 
'f it has cxercEed the option relating to buying on 
seller’s account or closing of the contract or the 
cancellation of the contr.ict, given in Bye-law 15 
explain the reason why he preferred the option. If 
the buyer has exercised his option relating to buy¬ 
ing on seller's account he shall give particulars of 
such purcha.se effected by him. The seller party 
shall, if it has exercised the option rcloting to closing 
of the contract given in Bvc-law 16 explain the 
reasons v/hy he preferred the option. If the seller 
has cxei-cised his option ^ relating to selling on 
buyer’s account he shall give p>aiticnlars of such 
sale effected by him, ' 

The Board of Directors or a Sub-Commitfeee 
appointed bv it, in Ihis behalf, shall from time to 
time examine the aforesaid comniunic.ations taking 
into aewunt all relevant circumslances and if it is 
not satisfied with the reasons explanations fur¬ 
nished by any party or if it is not satisfied about 
the purchase claimed to have been made by the 
buyer under Rye-law 15 or the "ale claijncd to have 
been made by the seller iindcT- Bvc-law 16, it may 
subject the party concerned to such discipHnary 
action including impo'ition of fine suspension and 
expulsion as it may deem fit, after giving the party 
an npportunitv of being hemd in the matter With 
a view to restrict the use of the Non-Transferable 
Specific Delivery Contracts only for the purpose of 
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giving or taking actual delivery of goods ancl with a 
view to ensuring unifoimity m dealing with cases 
of failure to give oi take delivery, the Board of 
Directors or the Oil Committee of the Exchange 
may Irjme suitable rule's under this Bye-hivy with 
the Lonciincncc of the Forward Markets Commis¬ 
sion. 

26. Tcrmi and cundttiorw joi uirnptaia and onulysis. 

fa) The representatives of the seller and the buyer shall 
remain present at the time of delivery of goods. 
The party whose representative is jrresent shall 
intimate the authoi ised representative of the opryi- 
site paity. If the lepresentativc of the seller fails 
to come within two houis liom the time of intima¬ 
tion, the buyer shall have the i ight to draw the 
stimple. 

(b) Three bottles shall be filled up from the oil drawn 
out for taking out samples and after putting the 
seal land .affixing labels, the repicsentalives of both 
the parlies shall put their signatures on the labels 
which will bear brief particulars of the .sample. Out 
of these, two bottles shall be kept by the buyer and 
one hy the seller. 

(c) If there are more than one compartment in the 
tanker, separate samples shall be ditiwn from each 
of the compartment or the buyer, with the consent 
of the seller, will make an average sample from 
all" compartments. In case if the oil ■ from any 
compartment appears to be .sub staudurd a sample 
from such compartment shall be drawn separately 
and thereafter, if the oil is found to be of accept¬ 
able quality, .an average sample from tdl the com¬ 
partments shrill be drawn and if the siib-standurd 
oil is found to be unacceptable in quality, the buyer 
can reject the oil of the said compartment. Re¬ 
sampling of oil will not be permitted. 

(dl (I) In the event of any dispute with regard to 
quality or specification of the goods, the buyer 
shall send a sealed sample of such goods to 
the Laboratory of the Exchange or to any 
other Laboratory whose name has been pre¬ 
viously approved by the Board of the. Ex¬ 
change or the Committee concerned for the 
purpose of analysis, The buyer shall submit 
such hnaly.sis report within the first four work¬ 
ing days of the drawing of the sample. 

(2_) If the first report is not accentablc to the 
seller, the scUer shall be entitled to send the 
same for analysis at the Laboratory of the 
Exchange or at any of the approved laboratories 
within one working day from the receipt of first 
analysis report wnd the 'eller shall inform the 
buyer about his going in for the second test 
within one working day. 

13) If the report of the second test is not accept¬ 
able to the buyer, the buyer shall send (he 
remaining third .sealed bottle accompanied by 
the representativ'e of the seller, for final test 
to any other 1 ahortory by mutual consent and 
if for hny reason mutual consent cannot be 
had, the sample shall be sent to the Fxchange. 
The buyer shall have to_ go for analysis in 
time within one working day of the receipt of 
second report and the same .shall be binding 
to both the seller and the buyer and the result 
of the 3rd report shall be deemed to be final. 

14) If the. analysis reports are not submitted within 
the working days mentioned above, the previous rc- 
poi-ts shall be deemed to have been acc^ted. 

(5) The charges of the first and second tests will be 
at the expenses of the buyer and the seller respec¬ 
tively whereas for the final test the cost will he 
equal shared by the seller and buyer. 

(6) The method of analysis for testing shall he in ac-

'lERMS AND CONDITIONS REGARDING PAYMENT 
AND TAXES 

27. PAYMENT 

(a) The buyei shall make payment on the fourth work¬ 
ing day .after weighnient less ll4 per cent discount. 
If the final analysis has no' been done during these 
d.iys, only 90 per cent payment should be made and 
the balance 10 per cent should be given within 
three working days after final analysis has been 
done. The Sales Tax forms shall be submitted along 
with the final payment/-ettlcmenl of the accounts. 
Should the oil be rejected in the final analysis test, 
the seller s-hall refund the 90 per cent payment if 
received by him togethei with inlerest @ 18['n per 
annum, along with other incidental expenses includ¬ 
ing labour cost. If the buyer even after the oil 
has been piurscd in the analysis report, fails to make 
the payment of the amount due on the maturity 
date, he shall pay to the seller Rs. 200/- per Motor 
per day but in any c.asc he shall rnake the payment 
within days of the last maturity date. 

Excise Duly, Soles Tax, Octroi and Cess. 

fb) Unless otherwise specifically agreed to at the time 
of entering into contract, the buyer shall have to 
bea,r the incidence of anv changes in the rate of any 
(ax (other than Octroi) at the time of delivciy. 
The buyer and the seller shall cxchnnircd nnd furnish 
lo each other any forms or certificates as are requtr- 
ed to be furnished under any of the existing laws 
concerning the oil trade. 

(c) Debit Notes ; 

Payment of the arfoimt of debit note shall be made 
within seven days from rhe receipt of debit note. 

TE^MS AND CONDITIONS REGARDING QUALITY OF 

OIL 

28 fa) General 

The Oil tendered against the contract should he conform¬ 
ing to the specifications as riven hereafter in the 
Appendix hereto and should he genuine, clean and 
pure expHler o’l without any ndmixtiiire 

(b) Oriftin of Oil 

fb) When the contract has specified (he oil produced in 
a particular region or district or State, the oil tender¬ 
ed should be from the specified region district or 
State, as the case may he ProvMed however, if 
owing to unforseen and extraordinary circumstances 
such as imposition of ban or restrictions on the 
movement of oil outride th" State bv any State 
Government. "Force Maienre" cause wa'Il apply to 
such as imposition of ban or restrictions on the 
cancelled at par. 

Provided further that if owing lo disruption of transport 
due to heavy rains or mv other reason, the dellivery 
of oil is not nossibb wilhin the ncrioil of the con¬ 
tract, the contract r)inll be settled in aceevdatice 
with the decision that may be taken by the Oil Com¬ 
mittee of the Ev'tiarv'c in this connection. 

fC) Qiialivt Average 

The analysis of each lot will have to he done separately, 
ratcly. 

29. Procedure for drownif; .samples 

fa) The apparatus for sdmpling should be cleaned with 
the same oil for which it is to be used. 

fb) Drum 

fl) Sample must be drawn fiom all the drums. 

f2) Sample must be drav'c by lollin-; the drum, 

f3) Fiom every harrel, sample of eoual Quantify will 
he dmwn once with the hein of closed tube and 
scco'ul time with the help of open tube and an 
■average sample will be prep.ared from the two. 

If from th” whole lot. some drums are found nt con¬ 
tain water or -more rnloiir or dii;t, the same shall be 
kept apait and no samples will be drawn from the 
same.

Conciliation Committee 

There will be tiuce panels of Conciliation Committee each 
codsi-sting cf seven members of the Exchange or Registered 
Oil Merchants or Registered Brokers or their authorised re¬ 
presentatives, partners. Managers and -Directors. Each of the 
said three panels sliall work in rotation for one week each. 
T^ quorum of each panel shall be three. For the purpose 
of quorum, fhr hearing of dispute can also be taken up by 
cowing the members of any of the three xiands.
